That is the gist of the 
instructions Town Clerk 
George H. Winslow will 
give the election officers 
who will count the votes in 
the presidential primaries 
next Tuesday.

The write-in law adopted 
in 1951 is not clear on the 
subject although it states 
the omission of the ‘first 
name of a candidate may be 
disregarded as well as mis- 
spelling of the last name, 
as long as the intent of the 
voter is clear, 

Locally, if a ballot is 
marked so that the intent of 
the voter can be determined 
the vote will count.

FOR BLOOD DONORS

especially acceptable just now. 
People who are able to give but 
have not been contacted by any of 
the recruiting organizations are in- 
vited to call Red Cross headquar 
ters immediately to be registered. 
Those unable to register in ad- 
vance are asked to report to the 
bleeding center without appoint- 
ment, as walk-in donors, 

Because measles reached epi- 
demic proportions in Andover this 
winter, a great many children re- 
ceived from physicians ‘‘measles 
shots’’, injections of immune serum 
globulin, to lessen the severity of 
the disease. The label attached to 
the serum container read, ‘*This 
product was obtained from blood 
donated by volunteers enrolled by 
the American National Red Cross. 
The cost of processing, testing 
and packaging was paid by the 
American National Red Cross. The 
sale of this material is prohibited.’’ 

Dr. Charles H. Hollis, volunteer 
medical advisor to the Andover 


Red Cross blood program says, “‘If ! 


it had been necessary to find a 
blood donor for every package of 
this serum administered after ex- 
posure to measles, hundreds of 
additional blood donations would 
be required. Yet all we have to do 
is to contact the local board of 
health, which has been designated 
the distribution agency, and the 
precious stuff is made available 
free of charge. To me, that alone 
makes the Red Cross worthy of 
support.’’ 

The volunteer blood donor may 
be supplying this serum for some 
baby, plasma for a battle casualty, 
whole blood for a shock or burn 
case, or one of the derivatives for 
treatment of one of the trickier 
medical situations. All of the blood 
collected will go to help save 
some life.
